WASHINGTON - A govern- 
ment plan to buy and store 
150,000 tons of surplus sugar to 
bail out farmers should benefit 
sugar processors in the long run, 
on Idaho senator says. 

“This purchase will go far to- 
restore ^ces and prevent sugar 
loan forfeitures in Idaho and 
across the country,” Sen. Larry 
Craig, R-Idabo, said FHday. “I am 
' pleased that

will urge additional purchases in 
the future if market prices contin- 
ue to remain so drosdcally low.” 

The buy is designed to help 
fanners who have produced so 
much sugar that prices have 
dropped 25 percent over the past 
year. 

Locally, sugar proce ss ors would 
rather not forfeit sugar to what 
the government will pay. But with 
the low price, there is really no 
choice, s^d Alan Swenson, super- 
intendent of the Amalgamated 
Sugar Ca factory in PauL 
“The permanent solution is to 
sell sugar at a price that really 
represents the price of sugar,” 
Swenson said. 

The Agriculture Department 
put off the decision about sdiat to 
do with the sugar, which will cost 
taxp ayer s about SSO million. The - 
deptuiment has considered donat- 
ing it overseas or selling it at a 
steep discount for refining into ' 
ethanol, a fuel additive nonnally 
made horn com. 

Growers have been threatening 
to forfeit to the government as 
much as S550 million worth of 
sugar pledged as collateral on fed- 
er^ nuukedng loons. 

buying U5. sugar now, we 
expect to save os mu^ as $6 mil- 
lion in administrative costs that 
the government might otherwise 
incur from expected loan forfei- 
tures later this summer,” 
Agriculture Secretary D<-tn 
GUckman said in announcing the 
planned purchase late Thurs^y.

Western region community 
affairs director, said Wal-Mart 
officials considered the impact on 
other company stores. 

“We don’t want to open one

The l^isladon, passed 315-102 
Thursday after two days of 
debate, would create a MS bti- 
lion, l&yeor conservation fund to 
buy paries and open spaces, pay 
for v^dlife protection and restore 
environmentally damaged coastal 
areas. The money would come 
from federal revenue collected 
from oil and gas drilling leases - 
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about $4 bUlioh to $5 billion a - 
year. Most of that money now- 
goes into the general treasury.

But agreeing how to rapidly 
and cffc^cdvely save humans' dos- 
est relatives, or even deciding 
which spedes might be the most 
endangered, is proving to be a 
complicated and contentious 
task 

According to Conservation 
International, a Washington- 
based non-profit group, 10 per- 
' cent of the world’s 608 primate 
spedes and subspecies on three 
continents ore critically imper- 
iled, meaning they could vaiUsh 
at any time. Another 10 percent 
arc endangered, meaning they 
would probably go extinct in the 
next 20 years without interven- 
tion. 

The most urgent threats are 
logging, hunting, war and the mil- 
lions of impoverished refugees 
who rely on the same forests as 
the primates for food, fuel and 
shelter.

was singled out by the IRS 
because it is a conservative group 
while liberal grottps have been 
left alone.

, Experts predict 
another drop 
in crop prices 

WASHINGTON (AP) - A world- 
wide surplus of grain and soybeans 
is likely to push prices for many 
commodities down again this year, 
given the big crops tlut formcn are 
planting this spring, the Agriculture 
Dcpanrocni said Friday. 

Soybean prices, which averaged 
54.65 per bushel in 1999, will decline 
for the fourth year in a row this year 
with U.S. pn^uction expected to 
rise 12 percent, the department said. 

Prides this year will range from 54 
to 55 a bushel, with a midpoint of 
54.50, the department said. 

Rice prices are expected to 
decline, too, because of la^ domes- 
: — tieand gtobal-sup^esr P ric e s should — 
range from 54.75 to 55.75 per hun- 
dred pounds, down from on average 
of 56.05 to 56.15 last year. 

Com prices also arc likely to drop 
several cents a bushel this year, 
while prices for wheat will rise some- 
what, USpA said. 

The d^MUtment already had been 
expecting to spend 57.3 billion on 
crop subtidies this year, because of 
the continued low prices. The lower 
price projections released today 
could raise that as high as 58 billion, 
said USDA economist Larry Solathe. 
But, he said, “a lot can happen 
between now and September," 
when most of the crops ore harvest- 
ed. 

The price arc unlikely to 

have much impact in supcrmarkeis, 
because the cost of raw ingredients 
and animal feed accounts for just a 
smoll portion of consumer food 
prices.

like (o sit down with the state to 
tvork on this because we feel we 
have legitimate concerns. Plus, 
there are several other leases out 
there so we need to do some plan* 
fling here.” 

MeStay, who has a 10-year 

.renewable-mineral— lease— to— 

extract gravel from the site, said 
he was going to let the state mil 
' the shots. But he added that the 
state has been clear about what it 
would'do'if denied - that is, ptu*- 
sue litigation. He said every 
moment's delay hurts. 

“I could have been hauling 
gravel out lost month,” he said. 

Scott -H. Nichols, chief of the 
state's Bureau of Minerals, set the 
tone for the' evening last week 
when he foxed a memo to Zoning 
Administrator Deborah 'Vignes 
that was “so hot it left the fax 
machine smoking,” according to 
one county official. 

Nichols said in the memo that 
the county had no legal authority 
to impose its planning and zoning 
ordinances on state endowment 
lands and that the MeSmy condi- 
tional use permit proceeding was, 

- therefore, outside-the county’s — 
legal authority. 

If the county had any sugges- 
tions for minimizing impacts on 
nearby residents, they should be 
worked out in a cooperative 


agreement with the state, he said. 
But, he said, the county has no 
authority to place conditions that 
control the sequence, timing and 
duration of the state’s operations. 
Because of the limited operating 
season, the state objects to limit- 
ing or requiring special permis- 
-don for weekend or holiday work,— 
he added. 

“If the county persists in' 
asserting perceived legal authori- 
ties over operations on state 
endowment lands, rather than 
coordinate with the board 
through cooperative agreement, 
the department wiB be required 
to seek a legal remedy,” the 
memo ended. 

The whole thing signified a 
lose-lose proposition, said com- 
missioner Jod Graff, noting that 
homeowners associations threat- 
ened a lawsuit if the county ruled 
in favor of the state and the state 
threatened a lawsuit if commis- 
sioners decided otherwise. 

"One way or the other, it’s 
going to go to a lawsuit "that’s the 
implication,” he said. 

“It’s a complicated legal issue 
and, the more I look at it, the 
-more-complicated-it-becomes,!^ — 
said Blaine County Prosecutor 
Doug Werth. ”But the county 
mutt take into account the needs 
of the state agency.” 

Nichols scolded the county 


Thursday night for waiting sever- 
al months to act on the issue. He 
added that the state wiU not abdi- 
cate its management of the land - 
it’s required constitutionally to 
manage the land for revenue. But, 
he said, the state would be willing 
to make concessions regarding 
-such issues os speed limit%-benns-- 
ond fences to lessen the impact of 
the gravel operation on nearby 
residents. 

The hearing was packed with 
about 50 people who spoke for 
and against the propos^ opera- 
tion. The county also received 
nearly two dozen written com- 
ments in favor of both sides of the 
issue. 

The bulk of the gravel hauled 
out this summer will go to the 
Halley airport. Golden Eagle sub- 
division construction, the hi^- 
way project between Ohio Gulch 
and Timber Way and the hospital 
1 1/2 miles south of Ketchum. 

Homeowners in the Heather- 
lands, Valley Club, and Sundance 
subdivisions along Ohio Gulch 
argued that the character of the 
area has become increasingiy res- 
idential and wiB become more so 
-if-the-proposed-Bluo Grouse sub- — 
division is approved. The nearest 
home Is less than a half-mile away 
from the pit. 

The area is also a popular recre- 
ational area, with on IS-hole golf 


course and bike path near the 
west end of the road and hiking, 
hunting and horseback riding tak- 
ing place further up canyon. ' 

The posted speed limit is 25 
miles per hour for trticks but sev- 
eral residents, including Com- 
missioner Tom Bowman who 
- recused himself frrom maldng e- 
dedslon on the issue, said they 
had docked trucks going up to 38 
miles an hour. 

MeStay hauled gravel out of 
the area from May through 
October last year. Use ranged 
frtun a low of fotU’-days to a high - 
of 18 do 3 /s in July. The number of 
loads going out each day ranged 
from nw to 169. 

He was ordered to cease and 
desist his operation in late 
September after Blaine County 
determined he was op^c^ in a 
residential zone. The current 
application is for land that has 
been zoned as an unproductive 
agricultiue district.

hill those closures would not 
reduce aeccu, LeVere said. 

“Closing them is not going to 
ciuingc access,” he said. 

Kempthome and Lance, how- 
ever, say the Forest Service 
should combine both poUcies in 
II single impact statement. They 
fear that the roads policy W'luld 
close roads, creating new ruod- 
luM areas subject to the roadleia 
policy. 

But the roadless policy applies 
only on already inventoried 
roodless areas. LeVere said. 
Anything now allowed In nadon- 
ol forest travel plans would con- 
tinue to be oBowed. 

The roadless issue has been 
festering for more than 25 years. 
Local planning, lawsuits and 
Confess have failed to resolve 
the issue, LeVere said. In the 
1970s the Forest Service Inven- 
toried its roadless lands to iden- 
tify areas with potential for des- 
ignation under the Wilderness 
Act. 

In the Sawtooth Forest’s 1987 
forc8t.plan, the Forest Service 
made a recommendation that 
would have, in part, resolved the 
roadless Issue locally, but Con- 
gress has not acted on the pro- 
posal. 

Some people have wondered 
how on area can be considered 
roadless if It has roads through 


'Ituvi/a&fyt the road strategy that the Forest

it. Since the inventory was com- 
pleted, the agency has built 
some roads, and other unofficial 
“ghost” roads have been devel- 
oped through a few of those 
areas, LeVere said. 

Tha current roadless proposal 
is tha Forest Service’s res^nse 
to President Clinton’s October 
directive for the agency to study 
the options and come up with 
rules to protect the country’s 
remaining roadless areas. 

It also Is in part a response to 
the dlleituna of the agency faced 
with more roads than it con take 
care of responsibly. The Forest 
Service has an $8.4 blBlon back- 
log In maintaining Its 360,000 
miles of existing roads. The 
South Hills, south of Twin Falls, 
have more than 800 miles of 
existing roads, LeVere said. 

Poor road maintenance can 
become a liability Issue in the 
event of an accident, he said. 

Logtfng still would be aUowed 


to protect forest health in road- 
less areas, as long as It can be'’ 
done without building new 
roads, LeVere said. About 
150.000 acres of timber lands in 
Idaho would be affected by the 
proposal • but none of that In 
the Sawtooth Forest. 

The protection of roadless 
areas offers forest managers 
another designation thdt is leu 
strict than wilderness, yet pre- 
serves many of the land's wild 
characteristics, LeVere said. 

Envlroiuizentallsts say the pro- 
posal doesn't go far enough end 
should ban logging and motor- 
ized use. 

But those are separate Issues, 
LeVere said. 

Others say it goes too far. 

“They have made a mockery 
out of tile public process.” -Sen. 
Larry Cral& R-Idano, said earli- 
er ti^ week. He wanted to eval- 
uate the proposal in detail 
before making further com- 


ments, spokesman Mike Tracy 
said Friday. 

The Forest Service plans more 
than 300 meetings across the 
country this month and in June 
to explain the proposal and to 
take public comment. Last 
November and lAeembar, the 
Forest Service held more than 
200 meetings nationwide attend- 
ed by more than 16,000 people, 
with 360,000 written comments 
and 330.000 form letters on the 
scope of the roadless ores con- 
servation propoaaL ’« 

Forest Sendee offlcleU will 
conduct two seta of meetings In 
southern Idaho to provide infor- 
mation and to take public com- 
ment. The first meetings will 
cover key prlnta of the environ- 
mental impact atatement and 
answer questions. Only written 
comments will be accepted at 
these first meetings. The second 
set of meetings will be official 
public hearings. 

The draft environmental 
Impact statement Is available 
from the Forest Sarvjce. The 
final environmental Impact 
statement will be issued later 
this year after offldols consider 
the public comments.

Edward M. Egan, the next 
archbishop of New York, is an 
urbane, highly educated, 
immensely talented man who 
can carry on an intelligent con- 
venadoo in a powerful, cultured 
voice, about almost anything.

While he was in Rome, .be also 
worl^ closely with Pope John 
Paul n on the new Code of 
Canon Law that the church pro- 
mulgated in 1983. 

Egan could not have dim bed 
to this hdj^t during John Paul’s 

f iapacy without being as theo- 
ogically conservative as the 
pope. And he is. Catholics 
Umted for the Faith, one of the 
most conservative national 
Catholic groups, likes him.

Epps was among 12 other Gooding stu- 
dents who attended, but was the only 
student to enter the historical paper cat- 
egory, where he wrote about Copernicus 
and beat out four other competitors from 
around Idaho. . 

**1 chose Copernicus because he had a 
very interesting life and a great impact 
on all of us,” Epps said. 

This was the first year Gooding High 
School participated in History Day, said 
Leandra Reuble, an English teacher who 
encouraged students to participate. She 
said she had found the contest educa- 
tional when she was In high school. 

Reuble-allowed-her-students-to-com— 

pete -as port of a class research unit. 
Gooding students had also won many 
awards at regioiud History Day competi- 
tion March 11 in the Mini-Cassu area. 

Students competed in one of seven 
categories: individual performonce, 


group performance, individual exhibit, 
group exhibit, historical paper, individ- 
ual media and group media, following 
the theme, "Turning Points in History: 
People, Places, Things.” 

For the historical paper, students 
wrote a paper with citations and 
between 1,500 and 2,500 words. Students 
entering the individual eShlbic cateMry 
created visual displays illustrating 
project research. Backdrops had to 
' include a SOO-word essay describing 
their research, how they created their 
display and how they researched- their 
project. 

For the performance categories, stu- 
dents performed an ori^nal script with- 
in a 10-minute time limit.

Baum was bom in upstate New 
York in 1856. His father sot rich 
from oil, but the son hod difficulty 
settling down. Before turning to
